BACON DEFEATED 
BY SECRET CABAL 


Stir Caused by Election of 
‘Clarke Instead of Georgian 
as President Pro Tempore 
of the Senate. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, March 7.—(Special.)—A 
secret cabal against Senator Bacon, of 
Georgia, which was kept under cover 
until the democratic caucus met this 
morning, resulted in the selection of 
Senator Clarke, of Arkansas, as the 
democratic nominee for president pro 
tempore of the senate in place of Mr. 
Bacon, who, in the last congress, 


Shared that honor with Senator Gal- 


linger. - 

While not an avowed candidate for 
the place, Senator Bacon had expected 
that his name would be presented to 
the caucus, as it eventually was, by 
his colleague, Senator Hoke Smith. No 
intimation had reached him of any op- 
position, and it came like a bolt out 
of a clear sky when Senator O’Gor- 
man, of New York, nominated Senator 
Clarke for the position. 

Senator Hoke Smith then addressed 
the caucus and expressed his unbound- 
ed surprise. He said he Knew noth- 
ing of any meve to deny his colleague 
this honor. 

Warned Smith of Fight. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, said he 
went to Senator-Smith yesterday aft- 
ernoon about 5 o’clock and told him 
of the fight on Bacon, and advised him 
that the friends gf Senator Bacon 
should get busy. fSenator Smith scout- 
ed at the idea ‘and thought Senator 
Reed, who had been absent from the 
city, must have gotten wind of a 
movement which had been on foot sev- 
eral weeks ago. Senator Smith said 
nothing to Senator Bacon about the 
reported opposition. Nothing was done 
to head off the cabal and this morning 
the vote stood 27 for Clarke, 14 for 
Bacon. 

It was not altogether 
the so-called progressives, though this 
faction of the democratic caucus, com- 
posed mainly of new senators, had 
proposed to deny any of the older sen- 
ators more than one important place. 
Among those who voted for Senator 
Bacon were Senators Smith of Geor- 
gia, Hughes of New Jersey, and 
Thomas of Colorado, both new sena- 
tors, and Johnson of Maine, Shively 
of Indiana, Hitchcock of Nebraska, 
Myers of Montana, Newlands of Ne- 
vada, Reed of Missouri, Fletcher of 
Florida, Overman of North Carolina, 
Bankhead of Alabama, and Tillman of 
South Carolina, 

Senator Fletcher, in speaking of the 
incident, said: “It came as a total sur- 
prise. I had heard nothing of any op- 
position to Bacon until it was brought 
forward this morning.” 

Senator Clarke has not been consid- 
ered ‘one of the “progressives.” He 
voted against the farmers’ free list 
bill two years ago, when his’ vote 
would have saved it. He voted for the 
Bristow amendment to the popular 
election of senators resolution, which 
meant turning over the control 
southern states’ election machinery to 
the federal government. 

Clarke Supported hern. 

Recently Mr. Clarke deserted the 
faction supporting Senator Martin, of 
Virginia, for re-election as chairman 
of the caucus and offered for the place 
himself, but later withdrew, as the 
progressives had centered on Senator 
Kern, of Indiana. It was suggested 
that his election today might have 
come about: through pledges made to 
him at that time. 

Senator Bacon had made no cam- 
paign for the position of president pro 
tem. By his fairness, impartiality and 
skill. in presiding. over the sessions of 
the senate he had won many enco- 
miums during the last session, and 
particularly for his conduct of the 
Arehbald impeachment trial. Ue was 
voted a forma] resolution of thanks 
at the close of the last congress. 

It is stated as a reason for Scnator 
Bacon's defeat that a number of friends 
of Senator Martin voted for Clarke be- 
eause Senator Bacon had voted with 
the so-called progressives in favor of 
Kern as caucus leader as against Sen- 
ator Martin. 

The result ~of the election caused | 
considerable stir, the friends of Sena- 
tor Bacon feeling that he had not been 
fairly treated. 

At the afternoon session, Senator 
Smith tendered his resignation as a 
member of the steering committee, to 
which he had been appointed only 
yesterday. Mr. Smith, who had been 
especially zealous in his support of 
Senator Bacon, said+he felt his col- 
league had been made to suffer on his 
account. He was induced to withdraw 
th® resignation later, but not until 
there had been a general discussion 
of the affair.

comrade, was the toll taken by a dis- 
astrous fire which totally destroyed 
the residence of Mrs. F. A. Jones, at 
363 Washington street, last night 
about 10 o'clock. 

The dead fire-fighter was Charles 
Dougherty, an engine stoker attached 
to fire station No. 9, at Central and 
Georgia avenues. He was electro- 
cuted by contact with an electric ea- 
ble which became disconnected from 
the attic of the burning structure and 
wrapped about his shoulders. He died 
in the automobile of Chief Cummings 
while being rushed to the Atlanta 
hospital. 

The injured men are James Purcell 
and P. F. Hellem, hosemen connected 
with engine house No. 2, at Wash: 
ington and Hunter stre&s. They 
were severely burned in an effort to 
take the cable from Dougherty’s 
body.

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RACE SEGREGATION 
ORDINANCE ARGUED 


President Wilmer 
Dr. John E. White Oppose 
the Proposed Law. 


by Councilman Claude L. Ashley, 
the fourth ward, to separate the whites 
and negroes in residential parts of 
the city, was argued before the police 
committee of council yesterday after- 
noon. 

President Wilmer I. Moore, of the 
chamber of commerce, and Rev. John 


_E. White, pastor of the Second Bap- 
| tist church, appeared before the com- 


mittee with vigorous protests against 
the adoption of the ordinance. They 
took the position that the ordinance 
instead of having a tendency to es- 
tablish peace and harmony among the 
races would cause a breach. President 
Moore said that the ordinance was not 
a just one. He also charged that it 
it was put into effect it would cost 
the city many thousands of dollars to 
keep the negro sections in sanitary 
condition. 
Ashley Arraigns Opponents. 

Councilman Ashley severely arraign- 
ed both President Moore and Dr 
White. He said that President Moore's 
speech was incendiary and he believed 
it would have the effect of creating 
race prejudice. 

“If I thought this ordinance would 
work a hardship on the negroes of 
Atlanta, or if I thought it to be un- 
just in any sense, I would withdraw 
it.” he said, “I would be the last man 
in Atlanta to attack the negro race. 
I work them when I can, and I pay 
them high wages for eight hours’ 
work. As for the charge that the ordi- 
nance is a blow at the churches in 
the fourth or any other ward, I have 
only to refer to a resolution I had 
passed in council which relleves a ne- 
gro church in my neighborhood from 
high assessments.” 

Councilman Ashley declared that the 
ordinance would not be a hardship on 
the negroes of Atlanta, that it would 
not have a tendency to drive them out 
of the city or to create a feeling of 
prejudice. 

Key and Thomson Favor. 

Attorney James Key, of the fourth 
ward, and Councilman Albert Thomson 
spoke in favor of the Ashley ordinance, 
Attorney Key told the committee that 
he was in Baltimore at the time the 
ordinance was introduced, and he was 
sc impressed with it that he secured 
a copy.

JUDGE THOMAS MOVED 
BY TEARS OF WOMAN 


Lowers Gambler’s Fine for 
Sake of Young Wife and Her 
.. 6-Months-Old Baby. 


One little woman accomplished more 
yesterday afternoon than the combined 
efforts of half a dozen of the best law- 
yers in town, when Judge W. E. 
Thomas, sitting in the criminal di- 
vision of the superior court, yielded to 
her pleas and reduced the fine which 
he had given John C. Watters, her 
husband. 

It was the last act of the judge be- 
fore adjourning the extra session and 
returning to his home in Valdosta, and 


‘when he announced that he would, for 


the sake of the young wife and her 
six-months’ baby, be lenient with the 
confessed gambler, the woman’s tears 
flowed even more copiously than.when 
she told of the distress she would be 
in ig her husband's fine was left so 
high that .he could not pay it and 
would have to spend a year on the 
chaingang. 

Watters is not the only man who 
owes freedom to the woman's plead- 
ing, for when the judge lowered his 
fine, he did the same thing for the 


other gamblers, and two of them have | 


paid out and are now free.

Woodward were originally fined $800 
aplece, and Andy Nolan, who turned 
State’s evidence, wag ftned $500. The 
judge reduced the $800 fines to $6090, 
and Nolan's fine to $300. Mrs. Wat- 
ters believes that she can raise the 
$600 among her friends and pay her 
husband's fine now. While the judge 
ordered the reductions, he left the 
$200 as a sort of suspended sentence 
on the men and instructed the sheriff 
fhat in case any of them were ever 
arrested around gambling places to 
assess the rest o¢ the original fine or 
Place them in jail.

MORE MUNICIPAL BLUNDERING. 

The street committee of council unwisely 
balked the movement to send representa- 
tives of this city to Detroit with County 
Commissioners Smith and Winn, who ‘are 
| going to the Michigan city for the purpose 
of studying its system of streets and to in- 
vestigate the possibility of employing an 
asphalt expert for service in Fulton county 
and Atlanta. Sooner or later Atlanta will 
undoubtedly accept the offer of the county 
to pay two-thirds of the salary of this spe 
cialist with the city paying one-third. It 
would have been well to take the first op- 
portunity to commit the city to that course. 

That most of the asphalted streets of 
Atlanta, including the freshly-laid ones, are 
now in ruts and tatters is conclusive evi- 
dence that the city of Atlanta needs a guar- 
dian with regarding to paving material, as 
in other municipal respects. Disinterested 
experts from abroad have told us that the 
municipality has time and again been gold- 
bricked in the material it has bought for its 
leading thoroughfares. That testimony, 
while clinching, was not needed. Evidences 
of the eyes and the experience of the tax- 
payers long ago brought home the manner 
in which the city has allowed itself to be 
shamelessly gulled. 

A paving-material specialist, such as is 
contemplated by the proposal of the county 
commission, would do away with this ex- 
pensive condition. He would test and pass 
upon all material submitted to the city. That 
which was worthless, he would throw out. 
Had such a man been on the job in recent 
years, the city would have been thousands 
of dollars in pocket and the tax-payers would 
have been saved any .quantity of expense 
and inconvenience. 

If Atlanta is to continue in business at 
all, it simply must discard these niggardly 
and unbusinesslike methods. The construc- 
tion department testifies that when it asked 
council for a meager little appropriation for 
a laboratory in which to test paving material 
the request was turned down. It, is this 
sort of “economy” that is an active enemy to 
progress. The tax-payers do not approve it. 
It must cease to influence the officials of 
this city.

The Brief and Pathetic Career of a Famous 


} By E. J. Edwards.

This daily series of anecdotes and _ inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic Hght on famous events and 
personalities of the past have been collected 
by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty years 
of more or less intimate acquaintance with 
many of the country's leaders since the civil 
war. Each amecdote or incident is fresh 
from Mr. Edwards’ notebook, and, either in 
whole or in part, it constitutes NEW NEWS 
OF YESTERDAY, garnered from the men 
who made the news—the history—or from 
equally authoritative sources. As important 
contributions of the “human interest” sort 
to American history, these articles have a 
distinctive value all their own. 


The late Colonel J. H. Mapleson, who was 
for nearly thirty years the leading operatic 
impresario, at least for Great Britain and 
the United States, said to me, in 1890: 

“There is a little American girl who has 
just begun what I believe will be a very 
brilliant career as an operatic soprano. I 
heard her sing about two years ago, shortly 
after she had made 
her debut at The 
Hague. It seemed to 
me that she possess- 
ed one of those 
wonderfully clear 
and beautiful voices 
of which Patti fs the 
supreme mistress, 
while Melba is not 
very far behind. Her 
name is Sanderson, 
and I think she was 
born not far from 
the California gold 
mines.” 

Colonel Mapleson’s 
reference was to 
Sybil Sanderson. She 
was a native of Cal- 
Ifornia, but her 
birthplace was not, as Colonel Mapleson 80 
romantically suggested; in or near a mining 
camp. Her father was a lawver of some 
prominence. In the early ’90’s the dispatches 
told of the triumphs of a young American 
coloratura singer, Sybil Sanderson. It was 
the opinion of the critics that a great future 
awaited her. Her triumphs in Paris and 
upon continental Europe were great. She 
was especially successful at the Opera 
Comique in Paris. She was spoken of as by 
far the best interpreter of the soprano char- 
acters in Massenet’s operas. 

She was 23 years of age when she made 
her debut. Nine years later it was an- 
nounced that she had married Antonio Terry 
and had retired from the operatic stage. Mr. 
Terry was presumed to be possessed of an 
enormous fortune, much of which had been 
accumulated as a sugar planter in Cuba. 
Less than two years after this marriage 
Mr. Terry died. There were some compli- 
cations about his estate and it was discov- 
ered that he had not provided for his wife 
as he had intended to do. She was obliged 
to return to the stage. 

In the winter of 1902 I met Mrs. Terry, 
or, as she was still known in operatic cir- 
cles, Sybil Sanderson. There were traces 
of great sorrow in Her countenance. The 
striking and peculiar beauty which was 
characteristic of her was still evident, and 
yet there were heavy lines under her eyes, 
and as she talked a look of weariness occa- 
sionally appeared in them. 

I congratulated her upon her appearance 
a few days earlier, as Juliet in the opera of 
“Romeo and Juliet,’ at the Metropolitan 
opera house. | 

“I am thankful for your courtesy,” she 
said. “I presume you mean what you have 
just told me, but for me there is no reason 
for congratulation. I think it was my swan 
song. There is sorrow .in the tones of my 
voice, and I fear that it will not be much 
longer in my possession.” 

At that time a gentleman who was a 
descendant of one of the royal houses of 
Europe, was with courteous persistency 
seeking to gain ithe favor of the widow, 
offering his hand fn marriage. 

But she neither refused nor accepted him, 
not having determined what her own feel- 
ings were respecting him. It was this offer 
of marriage which led to her statement at 
the time I met her, although not to me, that 
she had determined to return to Europe, and 
there decide her fate.

WHO WROTE THE 
BIBLE? 


There is an abundance of proof that the 
Bible was inspired by God and that He di- 
rected that it be prepared and arranged as 
His message to the world, and yet there is 
considerable mystery as to just how and by 
whom it was prepared. Many are under the 
impression that because the books are con- 
tained in one volume that they were pro- 
duced at the same time, or at least put into 
the present shape within a few years. 

But instead it might be properly described 
as the spiritual transcript of the Hebrew 
people for more than two centuries. The 
historical part begins with the twelfth 
chapter of the Book of Genesis, where Abram 
receives his mission. The purpose of writing 
the Old Testament was to set down the en- 
tire record of the progress of the Hebrews 
from their very beginning. The chapters 
that precede these are used more especially 
to show the descent of Abram from Adam. 

Abram, who was later called Abraham, is 
supposed to have lived about 2100 years be- 
fore Christ,.a fact now established by the 
discovery of cuniform tablets bearing the 
names of kings mentioned in Genesis as con- 
temporaries of Abraham. This proves that 
the Bible begun about twenty centuries 
before Christ, but it is uncertain who first 
wrote down that early record. 

The old theory that Moses and other Bib- 
lical writers received the Bible in the form 
of dictation from God has in a great measure 


been abandoned. It is plain that Moses 
would have been able to have written the 
books attributed to him, for he had the 
benefits of princely tutelage at the court of 
Egypt. and no nation was further advanced 
in science and literature at that time, but 
discoveries in the last twenty years have 
proved that writing was very common in 
his day, and he certainly had every oppor- 
tunity to learn. 

After the time of Moses the record is 
more or less continuous, though the writers 
are anonymous, with the exception of the 
prophetical books. After the Babylonian 
Exile, which ceased with the permission 
given the Hebrews by Cyrus to return to 
Palestine, more than five centuries before 
Christ, considerable literary activity took 
place, the speeches of the various prophets 
who had spoken before and during captivity 
being collected, and more or less shaped un- 
der the hand of Ezra, the famous scribe. 

A Hebrew tradition states that Ezra de- 
cided which books were to be accepted as 
sacred and which to be rejected as un- 
worthy. But many scholars agree that some 
of the Psalms, the book of Daniel and other 
books like Ecclesiastes and Job, were either 
written or added to as late as the Maccabean 
period, only 167 years B. C. 

The facts seem to indicate that the Old 
Testament was not closed until after that 
time, as it took some two thousand years 
to write all that is contained in its books. — 

The composition of the New Testament 
covers a much shorter period, for it has to 
do with the life of Jesus and the doings of 
His immediate Apostles only, so not more 
than a century is given to its composition. 
The four gospels were written by Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John probably toward the 
end of the first century, although the earliest 
date assigned to the completion of any of 
them is now given as 120 A. D. 

It was at least a century later before the 
Canon of the New Testament was at all 
fixed by the church, but this was not made 
really definite until 367, when the church de- 
cided which were to be accepted as sacred 
books, and which had no divine authority be- 
hind them. 

It is clear that something more than 
2200 years were required for the writing of 
the whole Bible, and that, therefore, it is 
necessary to take this into consideration 
when studying the Bible, as it was natural 
for different ideas to prevail at such widely 
separate points of time and in the minds of 
such different men. 


MICHEL ANGELO.

About this time in the year 1474, Michel- 
angelo was born without comment, in Italy. 
His real name was Michelangelo Buonarotti, 
but when it was observed that at an early 
age he’was becoming bowlegged under this 
burden, the last name was uncoupled and put 
in the storehouse by his loving family. 

Michel Angelo was born at a time when 
art was more important than milling, steel 
making or farming, and he decided to create 
a genius trust. He studied art and soon 
became able to knock a tone poem out of a 
block of marble in a manner which made 
him more admired than if he had combined 
nine railroads and made $67,000,000 by the 
operation. After he had sculpted a kneeling 
angel and a statue of David, he became as 
much of a national rage as if he had batted 
.347 in the Cisalpine league, or had written 
six best sellers in one year. Italy was nuts 
on art in those days and is just now getting 
over it. 

Michel Angelo sculpted until he had all 
other sculptors looking like stone fence 
builders, and then turned his attention to 
painting. He painted a half acre picture of 
the “Last Judgment,” and when the other 
artists of the day looked at it most of them 
went into the calcimine business. About this 
time the need of a new cathedral at Rome 
became pressing, principally because Michel 
Angelo had carved a work too large to be 


put into the old one, and he was asked to 


design a new St. Peter’s. Dropping his paint 
brush, he went into architecture and made 
another instantaneous hit. St. Peter’s is ac- 
knowledged to be the most architecture ever 
produced by one man, and although it is not 
copyrighted, no one has succeeded in imitat- 
ing it up to date. 

Michel Angelo painted and _ sculpted 
through his long life of 91 years with such 
energy that the earnest tourist, who inspects 
his works that still survive, spends several 
months at the job and comes home with a 
stiff neck and nervous prostration. He re-

Superstitions of Turks. 


(From The New York Sun.) 
Many superstitious beliefs are held by 
Mohammedans about the final triumph of 
Christianity over Mohammedanism. 
beliefs are very widespread throughout the 
Turkish empire, as well as in Asia Minor. 

In Damascus tourists are shown a little 
tower, part of a great mosque which was 
destroyed by fire many years ago, in which 
there is believed by the Turks to be a copy 
of the Gospels. They believe that when the 
tower is opened and the Holy Book revealed 
Christianity will once more become the ‘dom- 
inant religion of the country. Consequently 
the tower, which could not be entered with- 
out the help of a ladder and which is said 
to be hermetically sealed, is guarded day 
and night by Turkish soldiers. 

At Jerusalem also the famous Golden 
Gate is built up so that none can pass it, 
because there is a belief that through it a 
Christian prince will enter and proclaim the 
triumph of the Christian religion. 

At Constantinople, when visitors to the 
mosque of St. Sophia were admitted to the 
gallery—which is not permitted now, as the 
building is said to be unsafe—they were 
shown a little fast locked door through 
which, it is said, a priest who was in the 
act of dispensing the Holy Sacrament. fled, 
bearing the sacred elements with him, on the 
news being brought to him that the Turks 
had succeeded in entering the city.

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NEW NICKELS TODAY 
GIVEN OUT I CHANGE 


Half a bushel of the new nickels 
just issued by the United States mint 
will be given out in change today at 
the drug store of EB. H. Cone. 

Although Mr. Cone is in all prob- 
ability not aware of the fact he is 
giving Atlantans a chance to come in 
possession of coins which bid fair to 
become curiosities with™m a few years, 
for just now it appears that the life 
of the new nickel is to be brief. It 
is rumored that the government, for 
several reasons, will shortly call the 
new coins out of circulation. 

The new nickel is admitted one of 
the most artistic coins ever issued by 
the United States government. The 
artist who designed the coin, however, 
was apparently as well aware of this 
fact as anybody, and in his eagerness 
to attach his name for all time to 
come the glory thereof, he violated 
the federal currency laws by placing 
his initial on the coin under the date. 
A close inspection of the coin shows 
the letter “F’ in relief under the date 
"3338." 

But this circumstances, which has 
been encountered in the issuance of 
other coins, notably the Lincoln penny, 
is not as novel as some of the other 
characteristics of the coin which g0 
to seal its doom. The designer of the 
new nickel went the artist of the Lin- 
coln penny one better. It so happens 
that the designer of the 1913 nickel 
is a close friend and admirer of Mayor 
Blackenburg, of Philadelphia, and in 
designing the face of the bison on the 
obverse side of the coin he has clever- 
ly contrived to incorporate into it the 
features of the Philadelphlanso faith- 
fully that the resemblance to the may- 
or is said to be startling in its like- 
ness. The heavy shock of hair, long 
beard, acquiline nose and the eyes of 
Mayor Blackenburg, with their slight- 
ly drooping lids, are easily discern- 
able without the aid of a magnifying 
glass. 

Probably one of the greatest draw- 
backs to the use of the coin as a 
medium of exchange, however, is its 
close resemblance to a five-dollar gold 
plece when a coating of gilt has been 
Placed upon it. News dispatches say 
that the new nickel had not been in 
Circulation in San Francisco 
eight hours before a gang of crooks 
had seen the possibilities of fraud in 
it and had succeeded in getting by 
with several hundred gilded nickels 
as five-dollar gold pieces. The pub- 
lic and the government might, per- 
chance, put up with the artistic pranks

Stone Has Been Delayed. 

Dady is reported as having informed 
the city that the stone he contracted 
ior has been delayed on account of 
the weather conditions, He also claims 
that some delay was experienced in 
getting the crushers adjusted to crush 
the stone to the size demanded by 
the city under the specificationg of 
the city. 

Representatives of a number of 
stone crushers in the vicinity of At- 
lanta agree that Contractor Dady has 
not been able to get the gtone neces- 
sary for the filter beds because of the 
sreat demand that has been made on 
the quarries for stone of much smaller 
size, which ig easier to crush and for 
which the stone men get a higher 
price. 

Contractor Dady has informed the 
construction department that he will 
complete the pliant by June 16. He 
says that he has contracts with more 
than a dozen crushers in Georgia, and 
that they have each contracted te sup- 
Dly not less than one carload a day. 
Some have agreed to give him not less 
than two, and will give him the en- 
tire output whenever it is possible, 

Not Satisfied With Progress. 

Members of the sewer committee of 
council are not satisfied with the 
progress of the Peachtree creek plant,

New York, March 7.—The cotton 
market was rather nervovs and unset- 
tled today, with prices working lower, 
under favorable reports regarding new 
crop preparations and complatnts of 
a continued slack spot demand. The 
close was barely steady at a net de- 
cline of from 7 to 9 points. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
2 to 5 points, in response to somewhat 
disappointing cables. At first, offer- 
ings were light and prices steadied 
up to about the closing figures of 
last night during the early trading, 
on scattered covering, a little foreign 
buying and a moderate demand from 
spot house brokers. There was no ag- 
gressice support, however, and easier 
turn In New Orleans inspired increased 
offerings f:0m local sources. Memphis 
and New Orleans wires also brought 
selling orders here and the market 
became rather weak during the mid- 
die of the day. 

A few orders were uncovered as the 
market broke below the previous low 
level] of the week, and it was not 
until prices showed net losses of from 
7 to 12 points that the decline was 
checked. A faily active demand ap- 
peared around 11.80 for January, how- 
ever, and subsequently fluctuations 
were irregular, with last prices < or 
2 points up from the lowest on old 
crop positions. The new cro was 
relatively steady ali day. The selling 
of these remote positions was less ac-~- 
tive, while there also seemed to be 
some trade buying of October, © hich 
is said to be selling at a substantial 
discount as compared with spots. 

Practically all advices received from
